London, Aag. '21.— Hunted down 
by Britiah soldiers in the depths of 
the jung^Iea of Central Africa, where 
for yiiara in defianM of at! antbority 
he haa paraned the career of an 
elephant poacher and illicit ivory 
trader, James Ward Rogers, an 
American, is dead. He was shot 
doim by a little force of troops 
which had been sent into the wilder- 
neaa in puraait with ordan not to re- 
tara without the ontlaw. dead or 
alive. 

The news came formally today to 
the Brittah eolonlal olBoa from Oapt. 

C. V. Fox, inspector of Mongalla 
province, who commanded the expe- 
dition. Althoogfatoldhi an oflleial 

report, the story revealed is one of 
the most dramatic in col mial annals. 

Long Career of Crime. 

For years Rogers had carried no 
his lawless tradti, which popular 

opinion credited with nettingr him a 
fortune. The remote regioris along 
tba Lad» EDda?« and Congo buuno- 
aries were the scenes of bis opera- 
tionf. Time after time 3ritiab offic- 
ials of thaJitadan had.trf«d in Tain 
to trap him. It was this defiance of 
years which/determined the govern- 
ment to eroah tb« ofd malii Captain 
Fox's report shows that In his long 
operations Rogers haa done more 
than had beenMclraamed bjr the colon- 
ial office. He had established an or- 
g;aniz°d administration over the 
wild, tractlcsa eooatry and among 
the natives was a virtual if qnerown- 
ed king. *• 

Success of the outlaw in handling 
his "subjects" and in pursuit of his 
trade drew from Captain Fox in his 
report the tribute that Rogers' 
work WM worthy of a better cauee.

Young Chleks, When Allowed to 
Range, Are Too Often NeaUeted ■ 
and Beeome stunted. ' 

(Dy V i-r CHAPMAN, Pntiltrymnn. Min- 
nesota CoUe^p of AEflculture.) 

Most chicks are well ted and cared 
for while their motbera are confined 
In coops; but when allowed to range 
regular feeding ia too often neclect- 
ed. and aa a reault growth la retarded 
and tbey become what la termed 
"stunted," It appeara from atatlatlea 
furnished by produce dealers that hut 
seven per cent, of spring chicks mar- 
keted weigh four jioiinds December 1. 
Ity this time all tbe spring stock of 
the general purpose breeds, like the 
Rocka, Wyaodottea, Orpingtona and 
Reds, abould average at leaat aiz 
poundn Bra treigfat Plymouth Roeka 
have been made to weigh aevea 
pounda dressed, at TbankaglvlBg tima. 
by Judicious feeding for growth and 
development while on range. 

When the chicks are weaned at 
six or eight weeka and are on range, 
their grain ration, with grit and char* 
coal, may be aupplied in boppen. The 
taoppera ahould be ao placed or so 
conatmcted that tha old fowla wUl not 
rob tbe chicka or drive them 
A small inclosure, made 
covered with wire, will admit the 
chicks and keep others from fright- 
ening or molesting the chicks while 
eating. Coopa of ample space should 
be fnralahed, well ventilated, but se- 
enra from the depredation of night 
prowlora. The ooope, ateaaila and

Cracked corn is one of the best 
grain feeds for growing poultry. 
When new corn begins to harden, 
whether sweet or field corn, it may 
be "whittled" or shaved from the 
cob for tbe eager chicka. On rente 
they will secure bugs, worma and 
graaahoppera, and pick np grit and 
bone-making material. 

When they have reached full height 
all those Intended for market should 
be put in fattening crates and fed 
ground feed and skim milk for three 
weeks. An average of two pounds 
per bead may be added to tbe weight 
of toidai old and youag. by tUa meth- 
od at a coat of about tve eenta a 
pound. By all meana keep the chicka 
growing, and fatten them befqre put* 
ting them on the market.

ble of Ptniiding a great desi of wear. 
The now olive drah woolen imifo'-ni, 
con.^iisting of breeches niid tunic, 
costs the soldier $7.40, $4.57 tor his 
fcoat and $ for his breeches. Ills 
linen collar costs 4 cents. His gloves 
cost .37 cents. His canvss leggings 
cost 57 cents and he can Imy mittens 
for 30 cents and overalls for 57 
cents. His stockings cost ss follows; 
Cotton. 8 cents; heavy woolen, 84 
cents; light, 13 cents. 

His dres.s trousers of twenty-two 
ounce kersey, the material of which 
is sold to officers at $2.30 a yard, 
cost $3.08, and his dress coat of the 
same material costs $5..T7. IIo pnvs 
for his khaki breeches $1.46 and for 
his khaki service coat $1.73. 

His chambray (=hirt costs 52 cents, 
the olive drab flannel shirt $!i,tiO 
and the muslin shirt only 81 cents. 

The most expensive item of all his 
eqnipment is his olive drab overcoat, 
which costs $12.38. These clothes 
are sold to the soldier at cost plus 
the expense of storage and in the 
ca8<> of the organized militia witb 
the cost of packing sdded.
